The European media still 
sees Australia as a land of 
desert and kangaroos where 
the only sports played are 
rugby, cricket and some 
peculiar off-shoot of rugby 
(‘Aussie rules’).

Whatever 
they may tell you on their 
return to Aussie, some of 
them over there ‘don’t seem 
to give a damn’ about us 
anymore. 
This, is a new pheno- 
menon in Australian soccer, 
For the first time ever, we 
have ‘Prima Donnas’ and 
with further due respects to 
Frank Farina and John 
Kosmina, they never made 
the British national nine 
o'clock news for giving a 
nazi-salute. They, never 
played alongside the likes of 
Bepe Signori, Pierre Luigi 
Casiraghi and Pavel Nedved. 
They didn’t play very often 
in the European Cup 
Competitions. 

Australia’s one and only 
true superstar before this 
recent explosion was Craig 
Johnstone who scaled the 
highest peaks of World 


Soccer at club level. He now 
turns his nose up and avoids 
Aussie Soccer like the 
plague. 

‘The ‘Prima Donna factor’ 
is believed to be the real 
reason why Arrigo Sacchi’s 
relationship with some of 
Ttaly’s ‘superstars’ namely, 
Roberto Baygio, Vialli and 
Signori has festered into 
open and mutual contempt. 
Despite having built one of 
the greatest teams ever at 
Milan, Sacchi is still 
remembered mostly for the 
fact that he never played at a 
high level. 

Graham Taylor when he 
was England’s manager, was 
virtually ‘accused’ of the 
same charge. Despite taking 
Watford from the fourth 
division to the Premier 
League runner-up spot and 
the FA Cup Final, he was 
constantly reminded that the 
pinnacle of his playing 
career had been with Lincoln 
City. 
Of all the reasons why 
Chairman Hill signed 
Venables no one has yet 
suggested the ‘prima donna 
factor’ and himself 
hasn't mentioned it either, 
because it’s not something 
football administrators talk 
about openly. 

Terry Venables was no 
Beckenbauer or Cruyff but 
his playing career was 
impressive and beyond 
question, He played for 
Chelsea and Spurs and along 
with Bobby Charlton he is 
the only footballer who has 
represented England at every 
level. 

If Oz-Tel’s Euro based 
Aussie ‘stars’ disagree about 
some of his coaching 
methods or his tactical ideas, 
one charge they won't be 
able level at him is “and who 
the hell did YOU play for?”
